The crowning took place on 

the main balcony of St. Peter's 
Basilica where Cardinal Nicola 
Canali placed the golden tiara 
onthe new Pope’s head with 
these words: 
.“Receive this tiara adorned 
with three crowns and know 
that thou art the father of 
princes and kings, guide of the 
world, vicar upon earth of 
Jesus Christ our Lord to whom 
let there be glory and honor 
without end.” 

A tremendous roar arose from 
the crowd as.the Pope arose 
and bestowed upon the people 
his blessing from below the red 
velvet and gold-rimmed canopy 
set up to protect him from rain 
or sun. 

‘Thus began the formal pon- 
tificate of Angelo Giuséppe 
Roncalli, 76-year-old cardinal 
patriarch of Venice, who was 
elected Pope a week ago by 
the College of Cardinals. 

The ceremony on the bal- 
cony followed a four-hour pro-

stressed the heavy burdens of 
to. his predecessor, the late 
Pius XII. 

He listed the qualities re- 
quired of a good pastor and 
said practical abilities and 
diplomatic skill were not 
enough without Christian vir- 
tue and charity.

“The main precept of divine 
tnstitution is the evangelistic 
precept of humility,” he said. 

All of you, in all parts of 
the world, who are pious and 
fervent, pray for your Pontiff.”

TAIPEI. Formosa, Nov. 4 
(AP)—Communist China ac- 


cused the Nationalists on Que- 
moy today of firing poison gas 
at the Chinese mainland. 

The Nationalists denied its 
forces were using gas and in 
turn accused the Communists 
of laying the propaganda 
groundwork to use poison gas 
themselves. 

The Communists claimed the 
gas attack occurred in yester- 
day’s artillery duel in which 
the Reds pounded Quemoy and 
smaller islands nearby with 
39,162 shells in 18 hours. The 
firing subsided at midnight and 
the Quemoy area was reported 
quiet today—an even-numbered 
day of the month on which the 
Communists are pledged not to 
attack landing areas. 

The Peiping radio claimed 14 
Communist troops were “af- 
fected” by the alleged gas 
attack. “Should the Kuomin-

tang troops dare to continue to 
use poison gas shells,” it said, 
“our troops will reply with 
severe punitive action.” 
Troops Reported Angry. 
Quoting a spokesman of the 
Communist Chinese Defense 
Ministry, the broadcast said: 
“The Chinese People’s Liber- 
ation army expressed the 
greatest anger over this crime 
of the United States and of 
the Kuomintang (Nationalist) 
troops.” 
The broadcast in effect ac- 


cused the United States of co- 
operating in the alleged gas 
attack, declaring that it had 
ome after the meeting of 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles with President Chiang 
Kai-shek and after “the supply 
large amounts of ammuni- 
tion by the United States to 
the Chiang troops.” 

R. Adm. Liu Hoh-tu, chief 
Nationalist defensé ministry

| claim is absolutely groundless.” 

“We have no such inhumane 
weapons in hand and the 
Americans have not given us 
such weapons,” he said. “We 
have no intention to use such 
weapons in any further stage 
of the struggle of our people.” 

But he added that “we'll take 
other measures if the Com- 
munists resort to using poison 
gas.” He said the Peiping warn- 
ing is considered “a very seri- 
ous indication that the enemy 
may be paving the way for 
adopting such inhumane 
weapons.” 

Bombing Opposed by U.S. 

On his counterwarning, Liu 
declined to elaborate. He pre- 
sumably meant measures other 
than shelling, such as aerial 
bombing of the Communist 
mainland batteries. The United 
States has opposed any such 
bombing, fearing it would wid- 
en the offshore war. 

Lieu also denied the use of 
gas was discussed during the 
Chiang-Dulles talks. 

The United States Taiwan 
defense command's chief, 
Adm. Roland N. Smoot, said 
the Red Chinese charge was 
absolutely untrue. 

“We have not furnished the 
Chinese Nationalists with pol- 
son gas shells,” he said. “This 
is obviously a typical propa- 
ganda fabrication.” 

In Washington, the State De- 
partment called the poison gas 
charges “noxious lies.” 

Department press officer 
Lincoln White said it was hard 
to say whether the Reds’ false 


or whether the accusations are 
intended to justify this wanton 
ing.” 


The Chinese Communists 
frequently raised the poison 
gas charge in the Korean war. 
They also accused the United 
Nations allies in Korea of re- 
sorting to germ warfare.

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RUSSIA RENEWS 
TS DEMAND FOR 
UNCONDITIONAL 


Soviet Delegate Pro- 
poses All-Time Bar 
— East, West Still 
Spit on Agenda for 
Geneva Conference.

GENEVA, Nov. 4 (UPI) — 
Russia renewed its demand to- 
day for immediate uncondition- 
al ending of nuclear tests for 
all time. 

It did so in a speech by 
Soviet delegate Semyon Tsarap- 
kin, which showed the rift be- 
tween Russia and the West at 
the present conference remains 
as deep as ever. 

The conference met for two 
hours in its third session and 
then adjourned until] tomorrow. 
Apparently it was no nearer 
agreement on a nuclear test 
bar and a control system to 
police it than when it opened 
last Friday. 

A brief communique dis- 
closed that today’s meeting was 
taken up with a speech by 
Tsarapkin on Russia's plan for 
an all-time nuclear bar, and 
with continued fruitless dis- 
cussion of the rival conference 
agendas submitted by the 
United States and Russia. 

The communique also dis- 
closed the name of Russia's 
draft nuclear bar treaty — 
“Agreement on the Cessation 
of Tests of Atomic and Hydro- 
gen Weapons.” 

Peaceful Purposes. 


The only significance in the 
name appeared to be that it 
showed that the Russians seem- 
ingly are aiming at barring fur- 
ther explosions of 
weapons but would not rule out 
nuclear testing for peaceful 
purposes which the United 
States insists should be allowed 
to continue. 

The communique showed that 
neither Russia nor the West so 
far has backed down on basic 
positions. 

Conference sources said the 
discussions so far have been 
firm but polite. They have made 
it clear that both the Western 
and Soviet arguments are dic- 
tated largely by mutual dis- 
trust. 

The West fears that once it 
has pledged itself to bar nu- 
clear testing, the Russians 
would stall indefinitely on set- 
ting up a contro] system. 

The Russians fear the West 
wants to use the one-year stand- 
still agreement it has proposed 
for assessing the results of its 
last series of nuclear tests and 
then would resume them. 

All indications were that the 
haggling over positions would 
be lengthy. It was reliably re- 
ported that the United Nations 
personnel who are helping out 
with the conference have been 
engaged until at least Dec. 12. 

The talks, which opened Fri- 
day, ran into their first se- 
rious snag yesterday. Both the 
United States and Russia put 
forward rival agendas that 
sharply spotlighted the basic 
East-West difference over an 
atom testing bar. 

The United States and Bait- 
ain were firm in rejecting any 
unconditional nuclear bar com- 
mitments. Their objections 
were based largely on these 
arguments: 

Signature of a pledge to 
desist from future testing 
would leave the way open 
to lengthy, perhaps unsuc- 
cessful, bargaining over the

GETTYSBURG, Pa., Nov. 4 
(AP) — President Eisenhower 
whisked in and out of a voting 
booth in 24 seconds today, cap- 
ping his personal campaign for 
election of a Republican Con- 
gress. 


The smiling President cast 
his ballot at 10 a.m. at the 
Barlow fire hall a few miles 
from his farm home. He was 
No. 86 to vote on a crisp, sunny 
morning. 

Mr. Eisenhower flew from 
Washington by helicopter and 
was on the ground only 11 min- 
utes. He left for the White 
House immediately after vot- 


g. 

The flight to Gettysburg took 
40 minutes and the return trip 
to Washington 61 minutes. 

Mrs. Eisenhower traveled to 
Gettysburg in a White House 
limousine. She arrived at 11 
a.m., took only 11 seconds to 
cast her ballot, No. 148. She 
chatted with women workers 
at the polls for a few minutes 
before leaving on the return 
trip to Washington. 

Applauded by 150. 

A crowd of about 150 gave 
Mr. Eisenhower a round of 
applause as he stepped from 
the helicopter which landed 
just behind the fire hall at 
Gettysburg. He was greeted 
by J. Earl Pitzer, chairman of 
the Adams county Republican 
committee, and Bernard V. 
Miller, judge of elections. 

Mr. Eisenhower was escorted 
inside to a desk where minor- 
ity inspector Anna K. Maring 
handed him a voting certifi- 
cate. A clerk, Mrs. William 
Sentz, checked his registration 
card on which his occupation 
is listed as President of the 
United States. 

He signed the certificate and

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NIXON WINDS UP 
3-DAY POLITICAL 
TOUR IN ALASKA 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Nov. 4 
tAP) — Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon ended a three-day 
tour of Alaska yesterday in 
support of Republican candi- 
dates in what will soon be the 
forty-ninth state. 

Nixon and his family left on 
a chartered plane last night, 
but Alaskans will not vote un- 
til Nov. 25.

The City-County Question 


To bring the problem of city- 
county co-operation and consoli- 
dation down to a practical level 
(on which basis it must ultimately 
be considered), I should think 
that the proposed provision for 
a city-county traffic commission 
would be enough to insure the 
support for further co-operation 
by everyone who drives on Nat- 
ural Bridge. 


Frustration, agony, and anger 
beset these motorists as they 
squeeze into two lanes in Pine 
Lawn, where on-street parking is 
permitted during rush hours, and 
where the lack of lane-markers 
is the cause of many a curse; as 
they wait sometimes as long as 
five minutes at the Lucas-Hunt 
stoplight. 

Support for city-county co-op- 
eration could mean support’ for 
the idea of an area-wide regu- 
latory commission which would 
exercise control over traffic situ- 
ations such as this and many 
others. The metropolitan area 
needs, and must have, a master 
traffic control plan.

In its editorial, “Re-entry Means 
Delay,” the Post-Dispatch based 
its rejection of the Stolar Plan 
upon two highly questionable as- 
sumptions. 

They were: (1) that there 
would be little delay in the execu- 
tion of a metropolitan district 
plan, and (2) that “outstate’s tra- 
ditional hostility” toward the St. 
Louis area would make it ex- 
tremely difficult to obtain a favor- 
able state-wide vote on a Missouri 
Constitutional amendment which 
enabled St. Louis county to per- 
form area-wide functions. 

It is interesting to note that 
Freeholder Bryan Purteet’s metro- 
politan district proposal incorpo- 
rates a staggered 10-year schedule 
for the execution of some of its 
provisions, so that the transition 
to “metro” will not be disruptive. 

Outstate Missouri's alleged hos- 
tility toward St. Louis did not 
prevent the state-wide adoption, 
in 1924, of an initiative Consti- 
tutional amendment which con- 
tained, with minor recent changes, 
the first three of the four alter- 
natives for city-county co-ordi- 
nation which are now available 
to the Metropolitan Freeholders!

Creation af a Metropolitan Dise 
trict to solve city-county problems 
is not the most practical choice 
the Freeholders could make. 

Your newspaper has pointed out 
that there is such a thing as “too 
much local control.” For example, 
in the recently defeated City 
Charter, it was observed that 29 
wards were detrimental to the 
municipal functions of St. Louis. 
Then there are the recent com- 
ments on the County Council re- 
garding tke proposed housing 
project in Jefferson Barracks.

For a Limited District 

As the Metropolitan Freehoiders rove to- 
ward a decision on the basic method of ad- 
justing city-county relationships that they will 
reconimend, the choices open to them have 
for all practical purposes been reduced from 
four to two. 

The Freeholders can decide to draw a plan 
based on merging St. Louis and the county's 
97 municipalities into a single political entity. 
Or they can create a metropolitan district that 
would absorb the Sewer District and take over 
certain other area-wide services. 

Neither of the other two constitutional op- 
tions is worth further consideration. Re-entry 
of city into county would accomplish no met- 
ropolitan objectives without .a change in the 
Missouri Constitution. Moreover it now ap- 
pears that exercising this option would fore- 
close any future city-county freeholder boards. 
The option permitting the city to annex part 
of the county is a pale form of merger and 
has never been seriously considered. 

Which of the two remaining choices would 
be better for the St. Louis area? In our judg- 
ment, the district plan provides the prefer- 
able machinery for tackling those specific 
area-wide deficiencies that have been identi- 
fied by the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. 

* 7 ? 


Three points have been made against the 
district plan. One is that no district plan can 
require the reduction of taxes in individual 
municipalities when they have been relieved 
by the district of their responsibilities for pro- 
viding a service that the district has taken on. 

This is unfortunate, but not a fatal defect. 
The fact seems to be that no new form of 
metropolitan government, whether a district 
or a merger, can guarantee in advance that 
metropolitan services will be performed at no 
net increase in cost to the taxpayer. In the 
final analysis, reliance must be placed on 
public opinion. It is up to the taxpayers of 
each municipality to insist that when a service 
is reduced, by reason of its transfer to a 
metropolitan government, the local budget 
should be decreased accordingly. 

A second criticism is that a metropolitan 
district cannot be given power to issue gen- 
eral obligation bonds in excess of 5 per cent 
of its assessed value. We do not see this as 
a serious objection. A district composed of 
city and county could, at present valuations, 
bond itself up to $130,000,000. 

Since property assessments will rise, espe- 
cially in the county, this ceiling also will rise. 
Even as it is, it seems sufficient to cover ma- 


jor metropolitan capital needs. 
*. . * 


' The third objection is legal—that there is a 

serious legal question whether power to de- 
velop a land-use plan could be conferred on 
a metropolitan district. A strong argument 
can be made either way. In any event, this 
is a question to be solved by the courts. If 
a district plan were adopted and approved, 
it is reasonable to believe that the courts 
might construe the planning powers broadly, 
especially in light of the Supreme Court's 
broad decision in the Sewer District case. 

Even if the land-use power were held in- 
valid, there seems to be no argument about 
a metropolitan district’s authority in most of 
the other fields of area-wide service. We 
think it is better to start with a limited met- 
ropolitan government, even an imperfect one, 
than to attempt a total merger which would 
wipe out al? the local governments which so 
many people for so many reasons wish to 
keep. 

Our Federal Government did not begin by 
wiping out the states, but by undertaking to 
perform vital services which the states could 
not perform for themselves. The same prin- 
ciple holds the best answer to the metropoli- 
tan problems of today. 


A Fragrantly Happy Idea 

As has been said millions of times, this is 
a world of odd contrasts. As St. Louis faces 
weekly garbage collections, Levittown, LL, 
learns that its cans aye to be sprayed with 
lavender. The head of the collection service 
says he does not mind the extra cost “as long 
as it makes people happy.” Indeed he is con- 
sidering a poll to find whether some other 
perfume might be even more happy-making 
than lavender. It’s an idea for the aldermen; 
not the use of lavender, but the idea of mak- 
ing people happy.

Missourians may well ask themselves why 
so many states voted for Governor in 1958, 
but not their state. Counting Maine, which 
held its final early election in September, and 
Alaska, which Will vote three weeks from 
now, 34 states will have chosen Governors 
this year. 

But not Missouri. 

Maine is the latest state to establish a four- 
year term for Governor, running from mid- 
way through one presidential term to the 
next.. New York made the same change sev- 
eral years ago. California, Pennsylvania, Con- 
necticut, Maryland, Oregon, Tennessee, Wyo- 
ming, Idaho, Nevada, Alabama, South Caro- 
lina, Oklahoma—these are some of the states 
that have separated their voting for Governor 
from their voting for President. 

The states that have made this change have 
done so for one primary reason. That is to 
keep presidential elections, particularly in 
landslide years, from sweeping a good Gover- 
nor out of office or from carrying a poorly 
qualified nominee into the Governor's chair. 

Missouri’s experience supports the argu- 
ment which caused so many states to place 
their governorship election midway through 
a presidential term. Only rarely does Mis- 
souri cast its presidential vote for the nom- 
inee of one party and its vote for Governor 
for the other party's choice. Just three such 
instances have occurred since 1900: 

In 1952 when the state voted for President 
Eisenhower, Republican, and Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly, Democrat; in 1940, when it voted 
for President Franklin D. Roosevelt, Demo- 
crat, and Gov. Forrest C. Donnell, Républi- 
can; and in 1904, when it voted for President 
Theodore Roosevelt, Republican, and Gov. Jo- 
seph W. Folk, Democrat. In all other elec- 
tions the party which carried Missouri for 
President has also elected the Governor. 

This tends to depreciate state issues at the 
very time when they should receive wide- 
spread attention—in the campaign for Gov- 
ernor. If a President is being elected, the 
national campaign attracts major attention 
and successful nominees for Governor often 
ride the national winner’s coattails. 

The people of Missouri and Illinois—for our 
neighbor to the east is also one of the declin- 
ing number of states which holds a four-year 
election for Governor in the presidential year 
—ought to ask thea@4elves whether they want 


: f* 
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to go on confusing national and state issues 
through an outmoded election schedule. We 


hope to see this question, along with an 
amendment to allow the Governor of Mis- 
souri to succeed himself, taken up in the 1959 
legislative session at Jefferson City, thorough- 


ly discussed and then submitted to the voters 


for their judgment at the polls. 


The Anger of the Blind 


The aggressive threat of an ideological des- 
potism against a whole nation sometimes ap- 
pears as just another political problem— 
serious, no doubt, but a matter for the head 
rather than a pang-in the heart. How much 
more deeply we feel a tyrannical blow fgainst 
a single man! 

Thus to the heart, the fanatical outcry in 
Russia against Boris Pasternak seems more 
outrageous than the coercion of a whole prov- 
ince in Middle Asia. We cringe under the 
calumniation of a man whom we instinct’ vely 
recognize as honest and good. We see only 
one more blow in the Kremlin’s announce- 
ment that he is free to leave Russia—and to 
stay out of Russia. 

This blow is heavy because the 68-year-old 


man is sick and because he might have to 


abandon his wife and his three sons. But it 
is tragic because, as he told Khrushchev, he is 
“tied to Russia by birth, by life and by work.” 
He said that leaving his motherland would be 
death for him. Would it be death for a Com- 
munist politician fallen from power? .Can any 
man in the Kremlin love his native land as 
this poet loves it? 

The embarrassment of Soviet diplomats at 
the United Nations almost answers this ques- 
tion. For all their toughness, they are smit- 
ten by shame. It is significant, too, that the 
disgraceful protest against Pasternak was not 
started by the regime, as Joseph Alsop. points 
out, but by the régime’s well-kept literary 
hacks. They envy Pasternak his Nobel Prize 
as no free writer could, since they really can- 
not hide from themselves the disgrace of hav- 
ing prostituted their own talent.. They know 
they are worse than the tinkling cymbals. 

Their fate is one of the saddest fruits of 
totalitarian ideology. The ideologist insulates 
himself from facts since they would make it 
impossible to bend everything to preconceived 
theory. Thus he denies life as the true poet 
cannot and will not. It is just this self-imposed 
blindness which can make totalitarians so 
dangerous. They refuse to see things as they 
are. They refuse to contemplate the real 
consequences of their own acts. 

This is why the Pasternaks are so impor- 
tant. They cry out the truth which the ideol- 
ogist must sometime hear. They, too, are 
men. Yet the touching tragedy is the suffer- 
ing of the man who speaks out for man. One 
man’s fate touches the heart—perhaps be- 
cause in that one man every other man not 
hopelessly blind may see himself. And the 
hope of the world must be that no man really 
is hopelessly blind. 


In Memory of the Advocate 


The Belleville Daiiy Advocate, which has 
merged with the Belleville News Democrat, 
was one of the oldest afternoon dailies in the 
Middle West. Founded in 1833 as the St. Clair 
Gazette, it was once owned by Jehu Baker, a 
leading civic figure of the Civil War and Re- 
construction era, and an outstanding member 
of the House of Representatives in W ashing- 
ton. Records show that Mark Twain was a 
writer for the Advocate in the 1870s. 

For years the Belleville newspaper situa- 
tion defied the trend of the times. In a com- 
munity of 35,000 to 40,000 population, two 
newspapers competed successfully in the aft- 
ernoon field, each with a circulation of ap- 
proximately 13,000. This was only 20 miles 
from St. Louis, where rising costs of publica- 
tion already had reduced the number of 
dailies to two, one in the morning and one in 
the afternoon. 

Now the trend that Belleville resisted so 
long has had its effect and this week there is 
an enlarged News Democrat but no Daily Ad- 
vocate. May the News Democrat serve its area 
m St. Clair county better than ever before in 


a resolution of respect for the long history of © 


the Advocate, which could count Abraham 
Lincoln as one of its readers. 


Careless of the Ballot 


One of the inalienable rights of the Ameri- 


can heritage, it is commonly assumed, is the ° 


right to vote. It might also be assumed that 
Americans exercise that right eagerly—but 
neither assumption is correct. 

From the first day of the Republic, there 
have been many restrictions on the voting 
privilege. In the 1824 presidential election, 
for example, some 262,000 ballots were cast 
though the nation’s population of voting age 
was 7,000,000. But slaves could not vote, 
and there were numerous restrictions involv- 
ing property and even religion. And even now- 
adays, several million Americans are disfran- 
chised by state residence requirements. These 
citizens lose the ballot simply by moving 
from one state to another. 

As to the exercise of the ballot privilege, 
Americans have a poor record. Their best en- 
deavor brought 63 per cent of the qualified 
voters to the polls in 1952. Russia claims 
that 99 per cent of her qualified citizens vote. 
and Argentina (which penalizes non-voters) 
reports 95 per cent. Three of the largest 
nations which have no compulsory voting 
laws — Japan, Britain and France — report 
voting percentages ranging from 76 to 85. 

Missourians have an opportunity today to 
extend the voting privilege, by adopting 
constitutional Amendment No. 2. -It would 
allow newcomers, who have lived in the state 
more than 60 days and were eligible to vote 
before coming to Missouri, to vote for Presi- 
dent and Vice President. But there is no law 
to make Americans exercise the basic privi- 
lege of representative government. That re- 
er is up to each citizen, on election 

ay.

Venetian motto, “Respectful and 
Serene”—since I too am a good 
citizen of Venice, which holds hos- 
pitality in great honor, and, as be-

Pope John XXIII is, tt should be 
said, a Latin cardinal and, as such, 
of orthodox and old-fashioned the- 
ology. He has said on occasion that 
the five sores of the Cross are free- 
masonry, liberalism, anti-clericalism, 
progressive democracy and Marxism. 
You could not in his nation and vo- 
cation expect him to believe any- 
thing: else. 

What sets him apart from most 
of his generation in the Italian 
Church is not his theology but his 
attitude which is that the Church 
is being tested in this century as it 
has not been since the Reformation 
and that it must, if it is to survive, 
be the church of the poor. 

His longest work of scholarship is 
a five-volume biography of Saint 
Carlo Borromeo, the Bishop of. Ber- 
gamo, who was one of the beacons 


in the darkness of the early Six- 
teen Century and whose name is re- 
puted to be still revered among the 
poor of his city as their shield 
against the barons. 

The new Pope is a squat man, 
thick of lip and fleshy at the nape 
of the neck, 
proud of his taste 
in food and wine, 
still thickly-mus- 
cled with an ap- 
pearance which 
belies both his 
age and his dedi- 
cation.

Pope John ian cardinals 
voted against him until very near 
the end. It would be a surprise if 
the American cardinals supported 
him; they are counted firmly with 
the Right. To elect him the French, 
who were his open supporters at the 
very outset, must have needed the 
assistance of the Latin American 
cardinals, along with the Spanish, 
the Portuguese, the Belgian, the 
Chinese, the Indian and Cardinal 
Wyszynski, the only Iron Curtain 
delegate. 


His election with such a muster 
may be accounted a defeat, if not 
for the United States, at least for 
the shadow of the United States. 
The Latin American cardinals sur- 
prised Vatican circles: almost from 
the time they showed up with their 
outspoken anti-Washington attitudé. 
The aim of the insurgents was to 
have a Pope who if he could not 
be neutral in the cold war—what 
Catholic could be—would be at least 
more open to co-existence than Pius 
XII had been. And Roncalli is as 
close to such a Pope as could be 
found among the Italians.

Right at the start of “Ro- 
manoff and Juliet” at the 
American Theater last night, 
Peter Ustinov walked out and 
stood there blinking owlishly 
at the audience. He was black- 
bearded, bespectacled and 
paunchy. He was wearing a 
gaudy, bemedaled uniform of 
blue coat with golden frogs, 
flaming red pants with golden 
braid, black boots and tall 
black and red cap with a crim- 
son plume. 


Roeking back on his heels 
with a few tentative knee 


bends, tugging down a front 
that kept creeping up, wiggling 
his fingers to express the in- 
effable when his voice lan- 
guished off as he congratulated 
himself on being the president 
longest in office (nine hours) 
of the smallest mythical coun- 
try in Europe, he was a picture 
of amiable, dignified ludicrous- 
ness.

If 
that isn’t accomplished the 
pattern calls for the next 
man-against-man situation 
giving the best edge.” 

This one-against-one sp- 
proach to basketball offense 
tends to give each player 
more confidence, continued 
Kovar. 

“He knows he should have 
the ability to take that one 
man and beat him.” Fred 
said. “And it's particularly 
good for us because of the 
great boys we have had for 
basketball at St. Louis U. 
In an offense calling for 
many passes, a player is apt 
to try to force a shot, but 
when one plays against one 
he knows when he has a shot.

How much of an improve- 
ment the new tournament 
will be is a question.

Old Story to Coach, 
Player on '32 Team

Dust laid thickly over the rock-hard corner lot at Allen 
and Missouri avenues as McKinley High football players 
pounded each other. There was no grass to absorb the shock 
of the body slams of the scrimmage, but seldom did anyone 
stop to rub bruises.

Daytime Fun With / 


Peter Lind Hayes 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4. 

THE AMERICAN BROADCASTING CO. has gone into 
daytime television, offering a whole roster of personalities 
starting at 8:30 a.m. (St. Louis time) and the big hit of 
cne schedule is “The Peter Lind Hayes Show.” This is a 
r en memmamam: ww  Wery curious phenomenon 
' ‘4 indeed since Hayes is of- 
fering entertainment 
which for a long time 
has been an oddity on the 
daytime air. For quite a 
while, it had been be- 
lieved that if it weren't a 
parlor game or misery as 
expressed in the soap 
opera or in the agony 
shows like “Queen for a 
Day,” it wouldn’t do in 
the daytime, wouldn't do 
at all. 

But the Hayes show 
opens with Hayes singing 
a song, sometimes with 
his lovely wife, Mary 
Healy. He tells jokes. He 
may do a bit from his 
night club routine. He 
trades repartee with the 
other entertainers on his 
show including John Bubbles, a real great oldtime vaude- 
ville star who can do anything well from hoofing to singing 
to telling jokes; Don Cherry, and the Four Voices. Whoever 
they are, there is a general air of pro’ essional competence 
about them because Hayes is a veteran entertainer him- 
self with a liking for the pros in his business. 


As a matter of fact, when he isn’t presenting 
them, he is likely to be talking about them—telling 
stories or making observations about show busi- 
ness, many of which are very shrewd and percep- 
tive. (Hayes would have made an excellent critic 
if he had not fortunately been channeled into more 
lucrative pastures.) Anyhow, the fact that pro- 
fessional conmpetence should catch the fancy of 
the public in the daytime has come as a stunning 
surprise. Who would have thought such a thing? 


Hayes was the summer and sometimes winter replace- 
ment for Arthur Godfrey on his morning show for four 
years and he has taken over some of the more durable 
elements from that show. Like Godfrey, he lines up 
the. rest of the cast in a single group and just trades 
conversation with them, all of it informal and unre- 
hearsed, and this frequently is one of the best parts of the 
show. There used to be a lot of unrehearsed talk on the 
air but nowadays even the exchanges between emcees and 
quiz contestants sound like they'd been rehearsed all week. 


But not on the Hayes show. As a conversationalist, 
Hayes is a counter-puncher of great quickness of mind and 
charm and he is at his best ad libbing. Unlike the Godfrey 
show, there will be no regulars except Mrs. Hayes. Some 
of the very strong personalities like Bubbles will be invited 
back often but they won't be.there every day. This is a 
wise move for a number of reasons. For one thing, the 
regulars get a little too well entrenched and lazy. But 
more importantly it will give a chance to other entertainers 
to show their stuff and there are more of them than 
you might think. 


Hayes is very good at digging them up, too. He dis- 
covered Genevieve who was on his Godfrey-replacement 
show long before she became a regular on the Jack Paar 
show, and he found Bubbles and he'll find others. I've 
got two criticisms of ‘the Hayes show. Firstly, there are 
far too many commercials. It sometimes seems as if there 
is a commercial every 12 seconds, something which is in- 
creasingly wrecking all of daytime television. 


Secondly—And you might put this under the 
heading of constructive criticism, something we 
critics do sparingly—I would like te see five or 
seven minutes of intelligent conversation each day 
with somebody who is preferably not an enter- 
tainer—an author, a playwright, a movie director, 
maybe Nelson Rockefeller, or just possibly an ax 
murderess, provided she has something to say. An 
interview a day, I think, would add substance to 
the program which would both stimulate and 
gratify the housewife who could thereby feel she 
is doing spmething about keeping up with the 
latest ‘book or play or political candidate or ax 
murder, 


There used to be a lot of intelligent talk in the day- 
time. Arlene Francis on “Home” would have a daily talk 
with authors or people of some intellectual pretensions; 
Tex and Jinx McCrary used to provide the same service 
(except those interviews were, I thought too long). Today 
there's almost no talk of any sort longer than a wise- 
crack and, as a matter of fact, it's getting to be increasingly 
hard to find five minutes of time uninterrupted by a com- 
mercial where you can stage anything resembling a con- 
versation in all of daytime TV.

On her feet the Empress wore 
the usual white cotton slippers 
with a slit at the big toe for 
the sandal thong and, of course. 

Her hair was 
done almost in Western fashion 
and her make-up was hardly 
noticeable, which is customary 
with Japanese women of high 
social status. 


As I looked at the Empress 
sitting calmly with her hands 
in her lap, with her’ face un- 
lined and impassive, I could 
not help wondering what lay 
behind that placid surface, She 
must be, I thought, a woman of 
extensive education. Her hus- 
band is a student of the sci- 
ences and has written several 
books. The Empress had al- 
ways taken an interest, I had 
been told, in child education. 


An Oriental woman in the 
position of royalty, I thought, 
must have a kind of severe 
discipline and must suppress 
many of the natural emo- 
tions. Perhaps it leads to the 
look of calm that was on the 
face of the Empress, but I 
wondered, too, if that calm 
could be attained without 
missing something in life. 


Once we were seated, the 
Emperor began a conversation, 
saying he feared I was very 
tired since I had gone to so 
many places and seen so much 
in a comparatively short time. 
“But,” he said, “I am very 
grateful for your visit.” The 
Empress added that I must be 
worn out. 

“Oh, I am not a bit tired,” I 
assured them. “I have found 
my visit most interesting. I 


. am grateful for the opportunity 


to get to know something of 
Japan.”

Emperor said he had always 
regretted that we had gone to 
war in spite of his vigorous 
efforts to prevent it. Now, he 
said, he hoped we were em- 
barked on an era of friendship 
and peace. 

I had been studying the Em- 
peror and had thought at first 
that he did not have a strong 
or impressive personality; yet, 
as he spoke about the war and 
the future, he showed both 
strength and courage. He has 
the appearance of a student and 
it occurred to me that perhaps 
this was inevitable for a man 
in his position. As a godlike 
Emperor before the war, he 
was permitted very little out- 
side or creative activity in 
which he might express him- 
self. But he could study the

I am afraid that during this 
interview I did not observe the 


rule that one should speak only, 


when spoken to. I asked a few 
questions myself, or rather I 
made some remarks intended 
to draw out the ideas of the 
Empress, 

“When I visited Pakistan and 
India,” I said, “many changes 
were taking place, particularly 
in the status and activities of 
women.

service and I am afraid that as 
these new changes come about 
there may be a loss of real 
values. What is your impres- 
sion, Mrs. Roosevelt?” 

“In all eras of change,” I 
said, “there is a real danger 
that the old values will be lost. 
But it seems to me much less 
dangerous when the intelligent 
and broadminded women who 
have had an opportunity to be- 
come educated take the lead 
to bring about the necessary 
changes.” 


“Our customs are different, 
Mrs. Roosevelt,” the Emperor 
broke in. “We have govern- 
ment bureaus to lead in our 
reforms. We serve as an ¢x- 
ample to our people in the 
way we live and it is our lives 
that have influence over 
them.” 


And that seemed to be the 
final word on how far the Im- 
perial family, or at least the 
distaff side of it, might go in 
assuming leadership in the new 
era in Japan. 

The Emperor talked of other 
matters and after about an 
hour, their Imperial Majesties 
arose, wished me a very happy 
and safe journey and, after say- 
ing good-by to Mr. Allison, left 
us, bowing again as they went 
out.

They do not always remember 
that they are not. merely 
soldiers but ambassadors, repre- 
senting all that their own 
country stands for and all that 
democracy means to the rest of 
the world.

HOWARD P. FEINBERG, 
New York attorney, sends us 
today’s hand as an illustration 
of the difference between a 
good duplicate player and one 
of championship caliber. When 
it came up at a recent New 
Haven team-of-four match, 
both declarers reached six 
spades, and both saw that their 
only ehance tv make tne slam 
was to find an opponent with 
a doubleton diamond honor. 

They realized that this would 
give them a chance to avoid 
two diamond ‘osers by  end- 
playing their opponent. They 


- would draw trumps, eliminate 
the clubs by trumping the third 


round and eliminate the hearts 
by cashing three rounds. Now 
on the second round of dia- 
monds, West threwn in with 
the king, would have to return 
a heart or a club,” permitting 
declarer to ruff in the closed 
hand and discard dummy’s re- 
maining diamond loser. T h u s, 
six spades would be made with 
the loss of only one diamond

The difference between the 
two players: was in executing 
the endplay; the first player 
gave West a chance to duck 


out of the endplay, but the see- 
ond player got his man. 

At the first table, South took 
the trump opening, drew 
trumps and then, without 
touching diamonds, stripped 
the North-South hands of 
hearts and clubs, leaving this 
situation: 


Now declarer led a diamond 
to dummy’s ace, intending next 
to throw West in with the king. 
But West by this time knew 
what was about'‘to befall him, 
and he escaped by throwing 
his king under the ace. East 
now took the second diamond 
with the jack and continued 
the queen for down one. 

When the hand was replayed 
at the second table, declarer 
took the trump opening in the 
closed hand and immediately 
led a diamond to the ace. This 
West defender, unable to see 
at this early stage of the play 
what was coming, played small 
and was later end-played. 

“At the post-mortem after 
the match,” writes Feinberg, 
“West's partner at table two 
jumped on him for not drop- 
ping the king of diamonds 
under the ace at trick two, but 
after a long discussion all were 
agreed that the real villain 
was declarer at table one, who 
postponed ‘the winning play 
until it was too late.” 

It was an important hand be- 
cause our contributor’s team, 
which won thé slam, won the 
match by only 250 points. 


Fix It Yourself By Hubbard Cobb 


PEOPLE who sail in ships 
know that it’s best if the ship 
is 100 per cent watertight. 
If it's only 85 or 90 per cent 
tight, someone is going to get 
wet. 


Now, if the insulation in 
your home is not 100 per cent 
effective, you won't get wet 
but you can waste a good deal 
of heat and as you paid good 
money for the insulation to be- 
gin with, you might as well 
take a few minutes and may- 
be a few dollars to make it as 
effective as you can. 


SOME TYPES of insulation 
used on attic floors will com- 
press over a period of years so 
that what was once four inches 
or so of insulation is now only 
two or so inches deep. Where 
you find spots of this sort, add 
insulation over the old to 
build it up to four inches thick. 

In:«many homes the insula- 
tion is applied to the attic floor 
or roof and then holes are cut 
through it for pipes, wiring, 
etc. These uninsulated spots 
can allow a lot of heat to es- 
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easily filled in with bits and 
pieces of insulation. 


IN MANY HOMES the in- 
sulation on the attic floor does 
not extend, all the way over 
to the eaves and unless there 
are vents in the eaves it’s a 
good idea to add insulation so 
that the entire attic floor is 
covered. In unfinished attics 
you'll often find that the 
crack¢ and crevices where win- 
dows join the framework are 
left uninsulated. Take strips 
of insulation and pack these 
areas so that they are airtight. 

For some repair jobs you'll 
find the loose fill insulation 
that comes in bags and can be 
poured where necessary is the 
best type to use. On other 
jobs you may find the roll or 
batt type insulation the most 
suitable.

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Down plage Lane With Nelson Eddy 


Reporter Who First Interviewed Him 23 Years Ago Finds He’s Happy; Still in Fine Voice

A FEW WEEKS AGO some 
television enterpreneur whose 
name I don’t know but whose 
perception I admire, had a mo- 
ment of astuteness rare in this 
medium. Realizing, perhaps, 
that there are other people in 
what is described as the great 
television audience than teen- 
age rock ‘n‘ roll addicts, he 
brought forth the team of Nel- 
son Eddy and Jeanette Mac- 
Donald. 

Looking not too unlike they 
did in the days wnen they were 
perhaps the greatest romantic 
‘combination of the twentieth 
century, they sang again the 
songs that set millions of pulses 
throbbing; songs from “Naughty 
Marietta,” “May Time,” “Rose 
Marie” and others. 

My wife and I, whose court- 
ship coincided with the Eddy- 
MacDonald era, sat and watched 
and listened with what is usu- 
ally described as mixed emo- 
tions. As the last lingering 
notes of “Sweet Mystery of 
Life” faded away, our nostalgia 
was broken by one of six chil- 
dren who have arrived since 
those days. 

“Who the heck,” he inquired 
with the disdain of a 14-year- 
old Pat Boone fan, “is Nelson 
Eddy?” 

A very good question indeed. 
By coincidence, it was a ques- 
tion I had asked myself some 
23 years ago (23!) when, as a 
fairly young feature writer I 
was assigned to interview a 
fairly young concert singer 
named Nelson Eddy. The rea- 
son for the interview, the con- 
cert singer had just finished a 
movie in Hollywood called 
“Naughty Marietta” and was 
being hailed as the discovery of 
the decade. 

He was blond and handsome 
and a little puzzled by his new 
fame. As a matter of fact, he 
hadn’t even seen the movie 
which was to make him fa- 
mous. He had to dash out to 
fill his concert engagements 
and was looking forward to 
seeing it for the first time in 
the whole. 

I don’t remember what we 
talked about 23 years ago, but 
we got along very well. I read 
a few years later where the 
Hollywood correspondents had 
named him the “least liked” 
actor, which struck me as 
strange, because I had liked 
him fine. Except, a funny 
thing did happen. 

By coincidence, Nelson Eddy 
came back to my home town of 
Springfield, Mo., a year and a 
half later. This time there was 
no question about his fame. He 
was without doubt the greatest 
thing since Valentino, and 
again I was assigned to inter- 
view him. We had rather a dif- 
ficult time getting together be- 
cause the hotel lobby was 
packed with girls and women, 
autograph books clutched in 
their hands and the look of the 
huntress in their eyes. Poor 
Nelson Eddy couldn't even get 
down to the coffee shop for a 
bite to eat, and I had to fight 
my way through to the ele- 
vator to get to his suite. 


He had the air of a hunted 
man. Even worse, a trapped 
man. From what I saw of Nel- 
son Eddy during the interview 
and later at the concert, I felt 
that he was a man who was 
never meant for such close 
contact with his audience, but 
who, at the same time, realized 
it was the price of fame and 
was determined to put the best 
face on it. Which was probably 
what led up to what happened. 


Eddy seemed compelled to 
convince me that fame hadn't 
changed him and that he genu- 
inely liked people. “I never 
forget anyone I’ve known,” he 
said. “For instance, I was in- 
terviewed here a year or two 
ago by a newspaper man, and 
if that man walked in this door 
this minute, I Would . know 
him.” 

“Well,” I said, as I laid down 
my pencil, “are you sure you 
would?” He gave me the level 
gaze well known to movie fans 
and said, “I’m positive. Know 
him anywhere, in fact.” 


There was a moment of si- 
lence while I made a decision. 
A kinder man probably would 
have said, “That’s nice” and 
gone on with the interview. I 
said, “I hate to break your 
spell, but he’s here now. You're 
talking to him.” 

There was another silence 
while he stared at me. This, I 
thought, is probably the end of 
this interview. To refresh his 
memory I recalled the place, 
the time and some of the 
things he had said. 

Then, to his everlasting 
credit, he burst out laughing, 
at himself. “Okay,” he said, 
“IT guess I was being a little 
pompous. You caught me. But 
I have to say in my behalf that 
I've been thinking all along 
that I had met you somewhere 
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—By a Post-Dispatch Photographer,

before.” Once again, we got 
along very well. 


That night, at the concert, 
the hall was jammed and when 
it was over the women and 
girls were all over him like a 
cold sweat. They pulled at 
him, pushed him, tried to get 
his necktie, and two teen-age 
girls-won local fame of a sort 
by fainting dead away when 
they got his autograph. Every 
town he went to had at least 
one swooner in those days. 

Then Nelson Eddy went his 
way and I went mine and the 
first thing I knew nearly a 
quarter of a century had: gone 
by. These memories came back 
when I noticed the other day 
that Nelson Eddy was opening 
at the Boulevard Room of the 


Sheraton-Jefferson, so for old 


time’s sake, I went over to see 
him. 


He received me in his suite. 
He was wearing a gray tweed 
jacket with gray flannel slacks. 
The years hadn't changed him 
much. The same thick, wavy 
blond hair, the same wide- 
mouthed smile, the mild blue- 
gray eyes behind pale lashes 
and the same somewhat formal 
air. A little thinner, perhaps, 
and a few wrinkles. 


We sat down and he took a 
meerschaum pipe out of his 
pocket. He started filling it, 
handling it with the air of a 
man who finds pleasure in 
small things. As he lighted it, 
he looked over the match and 
smiled. “I took this up a few 
years ago,” he said, “and I 
found I'd been missing some-

thing.” He reflected a moment. 

“Well,” he said, with a rue- 
ful smile, “I’ve no great 
message to give the world. No 
snappy bon mots. What I'm 
doing now is entertainment. 
Nothing else. This is no concert 
or recital. I say this for the 
benefit of any husbands who 
might think their wives are 
dragging them out to be fed up 
to the neck with songs from 
‘The Student Prince.’ 


“Our night club show has 
everything from light opera to 
skits and even a little burlesque.

A lot of crazy stuff was writ- 
ten about Nelson Eddy during 
the 1930s. One story had it 
that he learned to sing by play- 
ing phonograph records of the 
great singers and singing with 


them. This story still irritetes 


him 

“What a lot of boloney!” he 
said. “How can anyone learn 
to sing by records? I had a lot 
of teachers. Good teachers and 
bad teachers. I learned the 
hard way. I was in concert 
work for years before I was 
in the movies. I was doing a 
concert in Los Angeles when a 
talent scout heard me. [If I 
hadn’t been ready, through 
years of hard work, when the 
opportunity came, it wouldn't 
have happened. I've been 
slugging away at it since I was 
a teen-ager. Not many people 
know that I did 28 operatic 
roles in Philadelphia and liter- 
ally hundreds of recitals and 
concerts before Hollywood. I 
had a lot of experience under 
my belt.” 


If Nelson Eddy misses the 
kind of fame he had, he doesn't 
show it. “We made some nice 
musicals. Jeanette MacDonald 
and I. I made eight with her, 
and then I made eight with 
other leading women. My ca- 
reer in the movies wasn't a big 
one, but it was a snappy one. 
I only made 16 pictures, but 
most of them happened to be 
pretty darn good pictures. 


“Miss MacDonald and I had 
offers later to make budget 
pictures. People interested in 
using our names to make a fast 
buck. But we talked it over and 
decided, let's not spoil it. Let's 
not dwindle off with a lot of 
class B pictures. I don't like 
second-class anything.” 

In his night club act, Nelson 
Eddy still looks like a matinee 
idol, wears full dress as few 
men have ever been able to, 
and his voice is as powerful 
and melodious as ever. 

“My audience,” he said, “is 
the same audience I always 
had. But they’re married and 
have children now. That's the 
way I like it. I have nothing to 
offer the teen-agers. Most of 
them don't even know who 
I am.” eh 

The thing that moves Nelson 
Eddy is the desire to keep 
working. “I want to work—a 
long time—according to my ca- 
pabilities. 

“No,” he said, again smiling 
above the meerschaum pipe, 
“Nelson Eddy isn't rich. He has 
a modest home and a modest 
way of living. He owns his 
home, he has a lot of insurance 
all paid up, a wonderful wife 
and good health. And he likes 
his work. I guess, come to 
think of it; he’s one of richest 
guys in the world.” 


Well, as a man who has 
known him off and on for a 
good many years now, I'd say 
he was, too.

‘Other Side’ of the Moon 


By Ramon Coffman 

THE “OTHER SIDE” of the 
moon holds keen interest for 
people. I judge this from let- 
ters I have received and from 
questions asked after my as- 
tronomy talks in_ schools, 

Q. Why does the moon al- 
ways have the same side to- 
ward the earth? 


A. In ages past, it is likely 
that the moon rotated several 
times while making a single 
trip around the earth. If that 
was the case, the moon has 
been slowed down since then 
by the earth's gravity. The 
present rotation of the moon 
is very slow, only one rotation 
taking place during a complete 
trip around the earth. The 
period is about four weeks. 

When the moon is full, we 
see just half of its surface. 
That, however, fails to tell the 
whole story. When we see the 
moon in a slightly tilted posi- 
tion, we may look across its 
north pole and see a bit of 
land on the other side. At an- 
other time, during an opposite 
tilt, we see some land beyond 
the moon's south pole. 

Counting all that may be 
seen, we can observe almost 
three fifths of the surface of

the moon. 
Q. Does the moon have «a 

“silver” coloring? 

A. People speak of the “‘sil- 
very moon,” but often it has 
a golden color. Astronomers 
judge that the surface has 
about the same power of re- 
flecting light as sandstone. 

That may, or may not, mean 
that the moon's surface is com- 
posed largely of sandstone. It 
is likely that voleanie rock 
makes up a good deal of the 
moon's surface. 

Q. Are there volcanoes on 
the moon? 

A. No active volcano has 
been observed at work on the 
moon. Next time I shall dis- 
cuss the moon's famous craters.
